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Experts to 
help with 
campaign 
for Hippo 

CAMPAIGNERS battling to 
save Dudley Hippodrome 
will boost their fight by 
bringing new legal advisers 
on board to help them sell 
their vision for the venue. 

Protesters said they have 
been given a boost after 
plans to demolish the 1930s 
theatre in Castle Hill were 
put on hold by councillors at 
a meeting last week. 

Members of the Friends of 
Dudley Hippodrome group 
are in talks to bring a solici¬ 
tor and accountant onto the 
management committee to 
help revamp their business 
plan for running the theatre. 

They said they need the 
experience of two legal pro¬ 
fessionals to add weight to 
their campaign. 

Group chairman Geoff 
Fitzpatrick said Dudley 
Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee’s decision to defer its 
decision proved there is 
uncertainty from council¬ 
lors over a proposed redevel¬ 
opment masterplan. 

Dudley Council wants to 
knock down the theatre to 
create a temporary car park 
on the site as part of the £10 
million regeneration of 
Castle Hill. The land has 
been earmarked for a £3m 
education and conference 
centre for Dudley Zoo. 

It is unclear now when the 
plans will come back before 
the planning committee but 
Mr Fitzpatrick said the 
delay had allowed the 
group’s campaign to gather 
momentum. 

£1.3111 work 
put on hold 

A £1.3 MILLION project to 
ease congestion at a busy 
junction on a main com¬ 
muter route through the 
Black Country is on hold 
after the Government ref¬ 
used funding for the scheme. 

Councils in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and Dudley will now 
need to find the money else¬ 
where before they can start 
work on the Birmingham 
New Road at its junction 
with Shaw Road, in Coseley. 

The scheme has been 
drawn up to make the route 
safer for pedestrians and 
motorists as well as reducing 
queues. 


LORRY KILLS MAN 
FLEEING 'ATTACKER' 


A MAN was killed by a lorry when he 
ran into the road as he fled from a 
dispute near a Quarry Bank car wash. 

Police have been investigating reports suggesting 
the 26-year-old was being chased by an attacker 
wielding a hammer. The accident happened in 
Thorns Road at around 3.30pm on Tuesday. 


The victim was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene. 

Officers have confirmed 
that the man - who, at the 
time of going to press, 
hadnot yet been named - 
had been involved in a 
dispute with another man in 
the area of the Formula 1 
Hand Car Wash moments 
before the accident. 

The dual carriageway, 
near the Merry Hill shop¬ 
ping centre, was closed in 
both directions while police 
carried out their investiga¬ 
tions and the force helicop¬ 
ter circled the scene. It 
happened near Thorns 
Primary School and the 
Thorns pub. 

A police cordon was set up 
around the car wash and 
neighbouring homes yester¬ 
day, with three officers at the 
scene. 

Hammer 

One onlooker, who did not 
want to be named, said he 
heard there was a fight and 
thought the man was being 
chased when he was 
knocked down. 

He said: “Someone was 
chasing him with a hammer, 
and he ran out into the road, 
coming out from a side 
road.” 

Nasar Hussain, who owns 
the Formula 1 Hand Car 
Wash, said the dispute had 
taken place along a public 
right of way near to his busi¬ 
ness. “My staff did not see 
what happened. They heard 
a noise and came outside to 
see the man had been hit,” 
he said. 

“The forecourt has been 
cordoned off by police 
because the collision took

place outside. We have pro¬ 
vided investigating officers 
with CCTV footage to help 
with their inquiries.” 

Samantha Bowskill, a self- 
employed nail technician 
who lives nearby, said: “We 
came out about 3.30pm 
when they were putting the 
police ribbons up, and I 
thought it wasn’t a normal 
accident because they were 
closing the whole road.” 

Another resident, who has 
lived along Thorns Road for 
30 years, said police had 
descended on the scene in 
high numbers. 

She said: “I saw about 10 
police cars in all along with 
ambulances. They remained 
here in the road for hours as 
the investigation started. 

“There are a lot of 
rumours flying about about 
what happened but at the 
moment no-one really 
knows for sure. 

“I know the road 
remained completely closed 
up until 10.30pm when one 
lane was opened up.” 

The lorry involved in the 
fatal accident was from 
Bilston based firm Highfield 
Haulage Ltd. 

Firm spokesman Gary 
Owen today said the male 
driver had been left ‘very 
shaken’ by the accident. 

Police are appealing for 
witnesses to come forward. 

The road remained closed 
for more than four hours. 
Anyone with information 
should call CID at Harborne 
on 101.

A HOST of new characters have 
stepped out of history to share their 
stories of the past with visitors to the 
Black Country Living Museum. 

And for one demonstrator, the role 
she has taken on has a poignant link to 
her own grandmother. 

Bosses from the attraction, in 
Tipton Road, have launched the new 
characters in response to changes to 
the National Curriculum due to be 


introduced next year. A doctor, under¬ 
taker, chimney sweep, pieman, Salva¬ 
tion Army worker, a widower, midwife, 
street seller, postwoman and 1930s 
cyclist are among the characters added 
to museum’s stable of demonstrators. 

Among them is Ann Key, a museum 
worker of 14 years, who is playing an 
early 20th century postwoman. It was 
a role many women took on for the first 
time during the two World Wars - and 


one of them was Ann’s own grand¬ 
mother Ria Howell. 

Another demonstrator was 63-year- 
old Colin MacDonald, who has the role 
of a 1930s cyclist. And the bike he rides 
is a faithful reproduction of a Pashley 
model - created to the specifications of 
the period. Mr MacDonald, who has 
worked at the museum for two years, 
said: “It is all about getting the chance 
to interact with visitors.” 


Revamp 
at zoo to 
bring in 
new look 

NEW SHOPS will be 
created, food outlets given a 
new look and the farm at 
Dudley Zoo will also get a 
makeover in the next phase 
of the tourist attraction’s £3 
million revamp. 

A medieval-themed castle 
experience attraction and 
extension to the great apes 
paddock is among other 
work earmarked for comple¬ 
tion by 2016. 

New signs will also be 
installed across the 40-acre 
site. 

This work will be funded 
by the zoo, as part of its four- 
year improvement pro¬ 
gramme which began last 
year, while repairs will be 
carried out on the roadways 
at the entrance with the help 
of a European funding 
grant. 

Work is also due to start 
next month on the restora¬ 
tion of four of the Tecton 
buildings - the wave 
entrance, safari shop, bear 
ravine and kiosk 1. 

The £1.15m project, which 
also included repairing and 
reopening the chairlift last 
year, is funded by the Her¬ 
itage Lottery Fund. This is 
being boosted by the zoo 
which will invest £600,000 
on a retail complex, Tecton 
interpretation centre and 
the upgrading of the toilets 
and food outlets. 

A further phase of work 
will see the creation of a 
medieval-themed experi¬ 
ence, which aims to offer vis¬ 
itors an insight into the 
history of Dudley Castle.

A PUB in Brierley Hill is among many older 
buildings - some of which are listed as pro¬ 
tected - going under the hammer in an 
auction to be held next month. 

More than 100 lots are coming up at the next 
CPBigwood auction on Thursday September 5 at 
Villa Park. 

A total of 13 pubs from across the West Mid¬ 
lands, in Staffordshire and the Black Country, are 
set to go under the hammer, as further evidence of 
just how tough the trade has been despite the 
boost of a hot summer. 


The Kings Head, at 15 Mill Street in Brierley 
Hill, is up for sale for around £150,000. 

It is described by auctioneers CPBigwood as: “A 
freehold commercial investment opportunity, 
having a current rental income of £18,200 a year.” 

The sale also includes nine lots put up by local 
authorities - one for Birmingham, six for Walsall 
and two for Wolverhampton - nine residential 
investments, six commercial investments, one 
freehold ground rent and a host of houses and 
flats. 

The auction takes place at the Holte Suite at 
Villa Park. The event starts at 11am.

A SCRAP dealer from Sedgley has been 
spared jail for his part in a conspiracy that 
saw more than £20,000 of diesel stolen 
from petrol stations. 

David Ward would buy the fuel with a card that had 
been stolen from BIL Logistics Limited in Hale¬ 
sowen, Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

The 48-year-old would then take it back to a third party 
named in court as Sam. Ward, of Dovedale Court, would get 
around 10 per cent of the value of the fuel he had taken. 


Talking bus 
stops start 
new era for 
passengers 

BUS passengers in the 
Black Country will have 
no excuse for getting lost 
after the start of a roll¬ 
out of talking bus stops 
across the region. 

Just two months after 
National Express West Mid¬ 
lands launched its first 
Black Country-accent voice 
system telling people what 
stop they were at on the 
number 1 bus, Centro has 
launched a line of talking 
bus terminals. 

One of the first to be intro¬ 
duced is the stop outside 
Russells Hall Hospital in 
Dudley. It is activated with a 
key fob and is designed to 
help those with sight prob¬ 
lems. The transport firm is 
also bringing in an even 
newer type of talking bus 
stop which is activated with 
a button. 

Centro spokesman Peter 
Cameron said: “Once acti¬ 
vated the fobs allow the user 
to hear information on 
which bus routes are avail¬ 
able from the stop they are 
at, as well as providing some 
real time information on 
when the next buses will 
arrive. ” 


In total, £20,727.69 of 
diesel was stolen from 
garages in the region. The 
court was told Ward was 
caught when accountants 
for the Halesowen firm had 
noticed their fuel card had 
been used 11 times in one 
day on February 14, 2011. 

Ms Sati Ruck, prosecut¬ 
ing, said: “The card allowed 
fuel to be used at Total and 
BP garages. Both petrol 
companies stopped the card 
and contacted the police. 

“The defendant was then 
identified through CCTV” 

Mr Stephen Blower, def¬ 
ending, said Ward was hired 
to do the job because other 
conspirators knew he was 
struggling financially. It was 
heard Ward had had a 
kidney transplant and was 
unable to work. 

Identified 

Mr Blower said: “Mr Ward 
decided the risk involved in 
this operation wasn’t worth 
taking. He knew he was 
going to be processed and he 
put his back into making a 
decent fist of his life.” 

Ward pleaded guilty to 
conspiracy to commit fraud 
by false representation. He 
was given a 12-month sen¬ 
tence suspended for 18 
months. He must take part 
in the Thinking Skills Pro¬ 
gramme.

Burglars rise to decoy-home bait 


THIS is the moment cheeky burglars 
were caught on camera lounging on a 
sofa and drinking from a wine bottle 
after breaking into a house in the Black 
Country. 

Hidden police cameras captured Craig 
Law and Luke Smith as they strolled around 
the home, while microphones picked up 
complaints about the lack of items to steal 
from the Dudley house. 

The amazing video clip, released by West 
Midlands Police, shows Smith wanting to 
leave before neighbours could raise the al¬ 
arm. But Law decides to make himself com¬ 
fortable and begins opening what he bel¬ 
ieved was a bottle of wine from the kitchen. 

What they did not know was that the 
house was a ‘decoy-home’, controlled by 
West Midlands Police to catch burglars red- 
handed. When Law realised the bottle was 
filled with water, he poured the contents on

the carpet and tried to wipe his fingerprints 
from the bottle with his T-shirt. He dropped 
it on the floor and then complains that the 
homeowner must be ‘cheap’. 

Law, who lived in the same street as the 
burgled house in Duncan Edwards Close, 
was arrested within hours after he was 
recognised by officers who saw the CCTV 

Smith handed himself into police on July 
13. Law, aged 34, was jailed for eight months 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court, while 
Smith, of Chichester Avenue, Netherton, 
received a 10-week suspended sentence at 
Dudley Magistrates Court. Both admitted 
the burglary, which happened in broad day¬ 
light on June 24. 

Police had installed the cameras in the 
house, which was recently vacated. They 
have set up a number of decoy properties, in 
houses, sheds, outbuildings and garages. 


Npower will 
move staff 
out of block 

A MAJOR energy supplier 
will have all its staff moved 
out of an office block in 
Kingswinford by the end of 
October as it moves forward 
with plans for the closure of 
the site. 

Npower announced last 
year it was closing its base in 
High Street base following a 
review by parent company 
RWE. The site once sta¬ 
tioned 285 workers. But in a 
leaked email to Dudley 
South MP Chris Kelly, the 
firm revealed it was nearing 
the end of its consultation 
process with staff remaining 
at the large site. 

While npower staff have 
been relocated to offices in 
Oldbury and Worcester, 
remaining RWE IT employ¬ 
ees are being offered redun¬ 
dancy or relocation. 

In the email to Mr Kelly, 
Siobhan O’Loughlin, cus¬ 
tomer public affairs man¬ 
ager at npower, said: “The 
plan is that all staff will have 
left the building by the end 
of October and we will have 
vacated the property entire¬ 
ly by the end of the year.” 

Appeal for 
blaze help 

A CHARITY group in 
Dudley today appealed for 
businesses to help boost 
security at its site following 
an arson attack which 
destroyed a youth hub. 

Managers at St Thomas’s 
Network in Kates Hill, 
Dudley, have been left devas¬ 
tated by the blaze which 
caused thousands of pounds 
of damage, last Tuesday. 

They are now asking 
firms and individuals who 
may be able to provide 
CCTV cameras to help 
protect the site from further 
attacks to get in touch. 

The youth building at the 
community centre in Beech- 
wood Road was gutted by the 
fire. Jennifer Gregory, from 
the charity’s senior manage¬ 
ment team, said there had 
also previously been some 
vandalism at the site, incl¬ 
uding an attempt to steal 
lead from the roof.

PTA founder pocketed £4,000 from fundraisers

A FOUNDING member of a school 
parent and teachers’ association pock¬ 
eted almost £4,000 from fundraising 
events, a court has heard. 

Natalie Field deceived PTA members at St 
Mary’s Catholic Primary School, in Brierley 
Hill, saying she was planning to bank cash 
in a high interest savings account. 

The 35-year-old made regular with¬ 
drawals of up to £300 from the PTA account 
using a bank card given to the founding 
members. 

Dudley Magistrates Court heard she was 
also given responsibility for banking money 


from PTA fundraising events such as Easter 
fairs held at the Mill Street school. 

But not all the money was being banked 
into accounts and Field was taking hun¬ 
dreds of pounds for herself, the court was 
told yesterday. 

Mr Mark Cooper, prosecuting, said Field 
told police she was struggling financially fol¬ 
lowing the break-up of her relationship and 
was in fear of losing her home. 

Field, of Acres Road, Quarry Bank, 
pleaded guilty at an earlier hearing to steal¬ 
ing £3,900 from the PTA between December 
31 2010 and December 15 2012. 

Chairman of the bench, Mr Alan Willietts, 


told Field: “It is a very serious offence and 
you could have gone to prison today. You 
were in a position of trust and we were very 
concerned about that. 

“I’m sure that the PTA is not happy with 
what has gone on.” He sentenced her to 
serve a 12-month community order with 
supervision from the probation service. 

Establish 

Field was ordered to pay back the £3,900 
in compensation alongside £85 court costs 
and a £60 victim surcharge. 

Mr Cooper said Field had helped establish 
the new PTA group with the school secre¬ 


tary and a dinner lady at the time. All were 
given bank cards to use but only Field came 
to collect hers to take it home, the court 
heard. 

He said Field began taking money, around 
£300 a time initially, eventually siphoning 
£1,470 in total. Further cash was taken by 
pocketing the difference from money raised 
by events at the school, Mr Cooper added. 

PTA members only bec-ame aware of 
Field’s actions after the bank account 
started going into its overdraft, the court 
was told. 

Mr Gerry Vahey, defending, said: “She is 
very sorry for what she has done.” 


Yobs urinate on food during 
£6,000 damage at day centre 


YOBS have caused around £6,000 worth of 
damage during a burglary at a pensioners’ 
day centre, including urinating on food des¬ 
tined for lunchtime meals. 

Volunteers have been forced to close the Age 
Concern day centre, in Green Lane, Halesowen, since 


the attack, which they say 

The centre, which caters 
for around 40 pensioners 
aged from 65 to 100 each day, 
has had to arrange an alter¬ 
native meeting place at 
another centre in Stour¬ 
bridge while the mess is 
cleared up. 

Police have launched an 
investigation into the raid, 
which happened at around 
3.30am on Monday. 

Thieves set off a burglar 
alarm when they tried to 
break into the building, 
which holds social gather¬ 
ings and serves up daily 
meals. They then climbed 
onto a porch entrance door 
roof and ripped the alarm off 
the wall to stop it ringing. 

They tried wrenching 
lead flashing off the roof 
before breaking off a section 
of the iron fence outside to 
use as a crowbar on the main 
door. 

Volunteers believe they 
levered open the door before 
ransacking the offices 
towards the rear of the 
building. The office was 
turned over, with raffle 
prizes taken from a cup¬ 
board. They were due to be 
sold off to help raise funds. 

The intruders also 
wrecked a CCTV and alarm

A THIEF who stole her pensioner 
aunt’s bank card and withdrew 
almost £2,000 from cash mach¬ 
ines has been spared jail. 

Sarah Louise Jones took the debit card 
from 67-year-old Rosemary Roberts’s purse 
and pocketed up to £350 a time over nearly 
two weeks from machines in Dudley and 
Wolverhampton. 

The 33-year-old mother of three also ad¬ 
mitted stealing clothes and make-up worth 
more than £200 from stores in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and Dudley when she appeared in court 
last week. Prosecutor Mrs Jayne Yeomans 
told Wolverhampton Magistrates Court: 
“The victim was her aunt. She stole the card 
from her purse in her home and she used it 
six times to withdraw a total of £1,950.” 

The court heard the card was stolen on 
March 23. Jones withdrew £350 later that 
day, the same amount on March 24 and 25, 
£200 was withdrawn on March 29, along 
with £350 on April 3 and 4. 

Jones, of Wolverhampton Street, Dudley, 
also stole make-up worth £92 from the Co-op 
in Abbey Road, Lower Gornal, on June 10 
and clothes valued at £105 from Matalan in 
Wolverhampton on August 8. Mr Gerry 
Vahey, defending, said Jones had been bat¬ 
tling a drug addiction and had lapsed. 

He added she was now back on a course of 
methadone. Jones admitted six charges of 
fraud by false representation, two of theft 
from a shop and one theft. She was given a 
12-week prison sentence for each of the 
fraud offences, suspended for 18 months. 
She also got eight weeks for each of the 
thefts, to run concurrently and suspended 
for the same period. She must pay £85 costs 
and £80 victim surcharge and will be under 
supervision for 18 months. 


WORK to repair damaged plaster on an 
acclaimed 1940s mural in Dudley Town Hall 
is under way.

Dudley’s culture boss Tracy Wood welcomed the 
start of the work. Feibusch was commissioned by 
the council leaders of the day to produce the 
artwork which shows Roger de Somery hunting in 
the Royal Forest at Kinver. 


Jobs boost 
as electric 
trike sales 
accelerate 

A KINGSWINFORD engi¬ 
neering firm is playing a 
major role in the successful 
first year of a new electric 
vehicle designed, manufac¬ 
tured and assembled in the 
Midlands. 

With £1.5 million of orders 
already in the pipeline, the 
three-wheeled Raptor is 
attracting major interest 
from from police forces, 
private security firms and 
federal agencies in the US as 
well as from Australia. 

Launched last year by 
Ecospin, the Raptor is the 
brainchild of brothers Paul 
and David Loomes, based in 
Leicester, backed by strate¬ 
gic and product develop¬ 
ment support from the 
Wolverhampton-based Man¬ 
ufacturing Advisory Service 
(MAS). 

As a result the company is 
now putting the finishing 
touches to a strategic part¬ 
nership with ACE Forming, 
based on Kingswinford’s 
Pensnett Estate, to set up a 
dedicated production line. 

This move will give the 
duo the potential to manu¬ 
facture between 1,500 and 
2,000 vehicles every year 
and, if sold, will see sales 
reach £10m. ACE Forming 
managing director Ian Wiles 
said the plan was to open up 
a second factory unit on the 
Pensnett Estate dedicated to 
Raptor production. 

“Currently we make the 
chassis and wiring loom. We 
have made 100 so far and 
this year production should 
reach 350,” said Mr Wiles.

Making history at the legendary 
semi-pro St Luke's football club 


THE Black Country lost one of the 
nation’s oldest football clubs when Dar- 
laston Town folded this summer, but 
back in the 1960s an equally famous 
team disappeared off the map. 

Cradley Heath St Luke’s dominated local non¬ 
league football in the late 1920s and early 1930s 
before financial problems led to their sad demise. 

Originally formed in 1896 as a Sunday school team 
at St Luke’s Church on Upper High Street, the club 
attracted crowds of up to 5,000 in their heyday. 

Playing at Dudley Wood stadium, they competed in 
the Birmingham & District League, which was 
reputed to be the strongest semi-professional league 
in the country. The Luke’s won the championship 
three times between 1926 and 1932, but the pre-war 
years ushered in a decline in fortunes both on and off 
the pitch. Falling attendances coupled with a lack of 
funding led to the club being wound up in 1948, and 
despite a short rebirth as Cradley Heath FC, their 
failure to pay rent owed to Rowley Regis council in 
1961 meant the club was no more. 

The ignominious end was documented in a letter 
from chairman JF Belfield, who agreed to sell the

club’s goalposts, nets and corner flags to Haden 
Rangers. Everything went for the princely sum of £7 
- including the club’s last remaining ball. 

Perhaps the greatest legacy of the Luke’s can be 
found in the players that started out at the club and 
went on to find fame and glory elsewhere. 

Scouts from top English clubs were a regular sight 
at non-league games in the Black Country. One such 
player was Old Hill native Joe Tate, who left the 
Luke’s for Aston Villa in 1925 for a £400 transfer fee. 

Tate went on to make 180 appearances for Villa, 
forming part of the famed half-back trio of Gibson, 
Talbot and Tate which became known as ‘wind, sleet 
and rain’. He was also capped three times for 
England and was an ever-present for Villa in the 
1930-31 season when Tom ‘Pongo’ Waring scored the 
49 league goals that remain a club record to this day. 

One of West Bromwich Albion’s all-time greats 
also cut his teeth in Cradley Heath. 

Netherton-born Joe Smith left the Luke’s for the 
Hawthorns in 1910 and was still there in 1926. 

The diminutive right-back made 434 first team 
appearances for Albion. Smith gained two England 
caps during his career, before returning to Netherton 


to work at Lloyds proving house on Primrose Hill. 
Jack Rowley, who is third behind Denis Law and Sir 
Bobby Charlton on Manchester United’s all-time 
leading goalscorer list, also played for the Luke’s as 
a 15-year-old in 1935. 

But the most famous Luke’s ‘old boy’ may not have 
actually played for the club at all. Many claim a 
certain William Ambrose Wright made one appear¬ 
ance for the side as a 15-year-old in 1939, scoring a 
hat-trick. Although Wolves’ greatest ever player is 
not mentioned on any of the Luke’s team sheets from 
the period, plenty of AN Others are listed. 

Luke’s historian Trevor Sidaway says: “The story 
goes that Luke’s director George Bridgewater was 
friends with Major Frank Buckley, who was Wolves 
manager at the time,” he says. “The Luke’s were a 
player short for a game so George asked if he could 
borrow one of Wolves reserves. The Wolves manager 
offered up Billy Wright, and told George he was not 
bad even though he was a bit short to be a profes¬ 
sional footballer!”

Club in vow to fight back after blaze

DEVASTATED members of 
Lye Cricket Club vowed to 
bounce back after their pavil¬ 
ion was ravaged by fire in a 
suspected arson attack. 

And they are vowing that a 
popular beer festival which was 
due to start today, will still go 
ahead. 

The latest fire, which broke out 
during the early hours of Sunday, 
August 11, was the second time in six 
years that the club was left picking up 
the pieces after a severe blaze. 

The blaze began in a plastic litter bin 
outside the front of the pavilion. The 
flames quickly engulfed the wood-en 
decking before spreading inside where 
it wrecked fixtures and fittings. 


The pavilion had been built in 2010 
with the help of grants and community 
fundraising to replace one which had 
been destroyed by fire in August 2007. 

Despite the latest setback, the club 
has pledged not to be beaten and said 
they would fight to rebuild their pavil¬ 
ion again. 

Measures to compensate for the loss 
of facilities ravaged by the fire have 
already been arranged ready for the 
beer festival. Usually a single marquee 
is set up for the event to provide 
seating and a bar for visitors. 

But this year a second tent will be 
used to accommodate extra seating and 
for spectators to watch cricket games 
taking place as part of the event. 

The club has also arranged for tem¬ 
porary toilets to be installed for the 


duration of the three-day festival. 
There were fears the event would have 
to be postponed but members of the 
club said they were determined it 
would go ahead. 

Club secretary Jake Hanson, 22, of 
Pedmore, said: “Arrangements are 
already being made for the festival and 
we know what we are going to do. 

“We are still dealing with the after- 
math of the fire but we wanted to 
ensure this event would go ahead.” 

The beer festival will run until 
Simdau and is run jointly with Sadler’s 
Ales. A clean-up was started at the club 
following the fire but officials have said 
it would be a ‘long road’ to get the club 
back up fully on its feet. 

Mr Hanson said: “It is a matter of 
picking up the pieces.”

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Terrible 
distress 
for boy’s 
relatives 

A CORONER has spoken of 
the ‘terrible distress’ for the 
grieving relatives of a tragic 
one-year-old boy, as he ruled 
the death was due to natural 
causes. 

Alfie Brown, of Hale¬ 
sowen, had been on holiday 
with his parents and grand¬ 
parents in Tenerife when 
tragedy struck. 

Pathologist Dr Philip Cox, 
of Birmingham Women’s 
Hospital, told an inquest at 
Sandwell Coroners Court 
that a series of tests had 
been carried out to try to 
establish the cause of the 
youngster’s death. 

He said he had wondered 
if Alfie had suffered the bac¬ 
terial infection whooping 
cough but subsequently 
ruled that out. 

Dr Cox, who carried out 
the post mortem, also dis¬ 
missed any suggestions Alfie 
could have caught an ‘exotic’ 
infection while abroad. He 
gave cause of death as due to 
a combination of strains of 
bronchitis and bronchop¬ 
neumonia. 

“It was quite a nasty chest 
infection and it appears to 
have come on very quickly,” 
he said. “We didn’t actually 
manage to find precisely 
what the organism was that 
caused this infection. 

“I don’t think that there 
was anything particularly 
exotic about the infection.” 

Black Country senior 
coroner Robin Balmain said 
he was sorry for the young 
parents’ only child, adding: 
“It is terribly distressing for 
the family. ” 


Sons of Rest building: Crunch 
meeting due soon over future 


THE CAMPAIGN to reopen a former Sons of Rest building in Hale¬ 
sowen for the community has moved a step closer with a crunch 
meeting to decide its future scheduled for next week. 

A business plan has been lodged by Hasbury Community Association which 
wants to take over the site. Dudley Council had proposed selling the building, 
near Alexandra Road and Wall Well, and put it on the market last year. 


Work begins 
on fire station 

BUILDING work is under way on the new 
£4 million community fire station serving 
Cradley Heath and Halesowen. It will stand 
on a 1.1 acre site next to Haden Hill leisure 
centre, facing the Halesowen Road and 
Barrs Road junction in Cradley Heath. 

Works is expected to take around 40 
weeks and the building will be fully opera¬ 
tional by May. Contractors have cleared the 
site and have begun putting in foundations 
for the new station. 

It will be replacing the present station, in 
Mace Street, Cradley Heath. Halesowen’s 
own fire station in Hagley Road shut last 
year amid protests. One of the two 24-hour 
fire crews serving the two towns has gone as 
part of the closure scheme. 

Behind the station there will also be a 
specially designed area where the firefight¬ 
ers can practise skills they need to respond 
to road traffic collisions, complete with 
removable street furniture such as bollards 
and lamp posts. 

The main building will also include facil¬ 
ities for use by the community, built-in edu¬ 
cational features to help teach visitors 
about fire and electrical safety, an eco- 
friendly ‘green’ roof, complete with power¬ 
generating photovoltaic cells and a kitchen, 
mess room and gym for firefighters. 


But residents called for the premises 
built on land donated to the town in 1947 
by the then mayor Lionel Rose to be saved. 

More than 200 people signed a petition 
opposing the planned sale of the building. 

They are now hoping to take on the 
responsibility for the building so it can be 
opened up as a community hub and used by 
different groups for meetings and activi¬ 
ties. 

Fundraising events have been taking 
place to generate funds to refurbish the 
building. 

Councillor Donella Russell, who is 
heading up the scheme with campaigner 
Ian Cooper, said the business plan, which 
was submitted in April, was being 
reviewed by different departments at the 
council. 

Different 

It is due to be discussed by officers when 
it’s hoped a final decision on the building’s 
future will be made. The meeting is on 
August 28. 

“At the moment it does seem like we’re 
in limbo but the business plan has been 
going through the different stages with the 
council. 

It will be discussed at a meeting when 
hopefully we will learn whether it has been 
approved. 

“From the feedback we have already had 
it sounds positive so we are fairly confident 
that it will all work out,” she added. 

The campaign group says it has found 
about 20 groups which would use the site - 
but at a cheaper rate than they faced 
before the centre closed.

Taylor was accused of stealing 
£3,629.97 worth of items from June 27, 
2011 to June 27, 2013. Drew was 
accused of stealing £2,727.65 worth of 
products between November 1, 2012 
and June 27, 2013. 

Mrs Meloney Hughes, prosecuting, 
said: “A complaint was made by Asda 
about thefts over a long period of time. 
An investigation was launched and the 
girls were interviewed. They admitted 
to stealing items by way of using the 
self-service tills.” 

In interview, Mrs Hughes said Taylor 
had agreed to taking between £25 to £30 
worth of groceries a week. A stolen DVD 
player worth £29 was recovered from 
her house. She said Drew had agreed to 
taking home up to £60 in groceries a 
week. Items worth £328.65 were recov¬ 
ered from her home. She also admitted 
to selling £479 worth of stolen goods on 
ebay. 

But solicitors representing the pair 
both disputed the total stolen item val¬ 
uations. Taylor and Drew will be sen¬ 
tenced on September 10.

Group spirit saved 
life of petrol victim 

POLICE have praised neighbours who 
came together to try to save a woman 
set on fire by her ex-partner. 

The comments came after Damion 
Sheldon was found guilty of attempt¬ 
ing to murder Louise Pilkington at her 
Rowley Regis home. 

Detective Constable Andy Barnsley, 
who investigated after the December 
incident, thanked ‘everyone who pull¬ 
ed together in the face of adversity’. He 
added: “It is thanks to the woman’s Louise Pilkington 
quick thinking, actions of neighbours and the emergency 
services that this was prevented from becoming a tragedy.” 

During the week-long trial, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard Sheldon, aged 42, of Russells Hall Road in Dudley, 
had gone to Miss Pilkington’s home on Haden Walk in the 
early hours of December 2. He had poured petrol through 
her letterbox and he poured petrol on her before setting her 
alight.

AN EMPTY shop in a Dudley shopping centre has been 
turned into a mini-art gallery as part of a wider scheme to 
boost the town centre. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin and artist Geoff Tristram 
visited the youth-led project at Unit 4 in Birdcage Walk in 
Churchill Shopping Centre. 

The display was made by nearly 40 teenagers and is 
aimed at encouraging young people to stay off drugs and cig¬ 
arettes and practice safe sex. It includes animation and 
drama on films, photography and music. 

The scheme was run by Dudley Kick Ash in partnership 
with Dudley Council’s youth service. It is funded by the 
Office of Public Health Dudley Council.

Ex-phone worker 
died following fall 

A RETIRED telephone engineer from 
Wombourne died from head injuries fol¬ 
lowing a fall, an inquest heard. 

Frances Claypole woke up to find her 
husband Alan, aged 83, on their 
bedroom floor in Kirkstone Crescent on 
January 3. First responder Richard 
Crossfield examined Mr Claypole but 
found nothing wrong and left, advising 
Mrs Claypole to call 999 if he got worse. 

In the afternoon, Mr Claypole, who 
took medication for a blood-thinning 
condition, suffered a headache, took two 
paracetamol and fell asleep. Later in the 
evening he was taken to Russells Hall 
Hospital in Dudley where he died. 

At an inquest at Dudley Coroners’ 
Court, senior coroner Robin Balmain said 
a pathologist report showed Mr Claypole 
had died as a result of an acute haemor¬ 
rhage, head injury and the fall. He con¬ 
cluded Mr Claypole died accidentally. 

Area among the most

Councillor in miracle escape 
after crash on journey home 


A COUNCILLOR from Dudley 
has hailed his family’s 
‘miracle’ escape after they 
survived a horror crash in 
which their car was flipped 
over two times. 

Derrick Hemingsley had been 
driving back from Prestatyn in 
North Wales when his Toyota 
Avensis was in collision with an 
oncoming car. 

His car rolled over twice before 
landing on its side. But Councillor 
Hemingsley, his wife Catherine, aged 
49, son Daniel, 11, mother Eileen 
Potts, 82, and aunt Phyllis Attwood, 
96, escaped with broken bones, cuts 


and bruises. They had been for a 
weekend break at Haven holiday camp 
and had been returning to their homes 
in Kingswinford when the crash hap¬ 
pened on the A5 in West Felton, near 
Oswestry, on Monday. 

Airlifted 

Councillor Hemingsley, 52, who rep¬ 
resents Wordsley on Dudley Council, 
was able to kick open the door and get 
out of the vehicle before fire and ambu¬ 
lance crews arrived. 

Firefighters then cut the roof off the 
car to free his family. His mother had 
been flung from the back seat to the 
front of the car and suffered broken 
ribs and a broken collar bone. She was 
airlifted to hospital for treatment. 


His wife had a concussion and 
whiplash and his aunt suffered cuts 
and bruises, while his son, who had 
been asleep when the crash happened, 
injured his foot from broken glass from 
the windscreen. The couple in the 
Chevrolet were not believed to have 
been injured. 

Councillor Hemingsley, who was 
also just left with cuts and bruises, said 
today: “It’s a miracle that we are all 
here to tell the tale. The police told me 
that if the car had hit us just six inches 
higher, it could have been fatal.” 

The family had been away for four 
days at Haven holiday camp in 
Prestatyn. Councillor Hemingsley, of 
Penzer Street, Kingswinford, runs his 
own caravan business.

Len looks to solve the 
mystery of his final case 


F rank Gallagher is no more, but 
Channel 4’s loss is certainly the 
Beeb’s gain. 

The fact that Shameless has now 
ended its long run means that David 
Threlfall, the man who breathed life 
into the patriarchal layabout, is now 
free to take the lead role in this four- 
part drama from Tony Basgallop, who 
also penned the acclaimed Inside 
Men. 

What Remains also gives Threlfall 
a chance to put Gallagher behind 
him and show what a versatile actor 
he is. 

“The whole idea of playing 
somebody very different after having 
played Frank for so long was a huge 
boost to my confidence,” he claims. 
‘There are, luckily, people out there 
who think: ‘Oh he’d be interesting, let’s 
see what he’s going to come up with 
and if it works, great?’ 

Certainly Detective Inspector Len 
Harper couldn’t be less like the 
Chatsworth Estate’s most notorious 
resident if he tried. 

“He’s very quiet,” says Threlfall of 
his latest alter ego. “He’s a good man. 
A quietly moral man is what I would 


say, someone who has an empathy 
with the way we live. 

“Len’s situation is that he lost his 
wife, about a year prior to the start of 
the story, from cancer. He’s got a 
brother that’s not very well, which 
gives an opportunity to soliloquise, if 
you like, to his brother about what 
he’s thinking. It’s very different from 
what I’ve done previously, which I 
require really to stave off any 
moments of boredom.” 

Len is about to tackle his final case 
before retirement. It’s an investigation 
into the death of Melissa Young, 
whose body has been found hidden 
in the eaves of a flat recently 
occupied by parents-to-be Michael 
and Vidya - Melissa was discovered 
while they were investigating a leak in 
the roof. 

The really weird thing about the 
case is that nobody had reported her 
missing; she vanished two years ago 
without, it seems, anybody noticing. 

Harper knows he could round up 
his investigation in a matter of days, 
but instead, decides to delve deeper 
into Melissa’s story, and discovers 
how she was linked to those living in 


the building’s other flats - often in 
remarkable ways. 

“During the time the piece plays out 
I think you get to know all the 
characters that are involved in that 
particular block of flats, and what their 
backstories are, which come out very 
gently. It’s a very gentle process,” 
explains Threlfall. 

Russell Tovey, Indira Varma and 
David Bamber are also among the 
outstanding cast, but it’s the 
Manchester-born actor who holds the 
entire piece together. He’s too modest 
to admit that; instead, he spends lots 
of time giving credit to his co-stars. 

However, his real praise is reserved 
for Basgallop and the gripping story 
he’s devised. 

“It’s a nice reminder that perhaps 
we should think about the helter- 
skelter way we live these days, now 
and again,” smiles Threlfall. 

“I think the thing about the piece is 
that it is a whodunit but it’s got a 
thriller quality about it. It’s been 
beautifully and rhythmically handled, 
both in the way it looks and its pace. 
It’s been beautifully written and 
directed.”

Horizon: Dinosaurs - The Hunt for Life 
BBC2, 9pm 

One of the most impressive things about Jurassic 
Park is how the writer, Michael Crichton, managed 
to make such an outlandish prospect seem almost 
believable.

TORQUE. It’s funny how a thing so difficult to 
explain in words to anyone without a degree 
in advanced mechanical engineering can be 
defined so emphatically with one push of a 
car’s ‘go’ pedal. 

Suddenly it’s crystal clear. Forget the maths; more 
torque simply makes acceleration faster. In some cases, a 
lot faster. This seems like a good time for some kind of 
practical demonstration. We’ll need a car, and not just any 
car. Leave your miles-per-gallon hat at home because, for 


this, we’ll need a big engine. 
With turbochargers. 

And preferably a loud 
exhaust for good measure. 
And so, let me introduce our 
willing volunteer for 
today’s lesson: the new 
Audi RS 7. 

You might recognise its 
shell from the love-it-or- 
loathe-it A7 Sportback, 
albeit on a light dose of 
steroids. The RS 7 is pleas¬ 
antly subtle in its muscular¬ 
ity, adding to the A7’s 
silhouette here and there 
without going overboard. If 
the Mercedes CLS 63 AMG 
looks a bit too brutish for 
your tastes, chances are 
you’ll like the Audi a lot. 

Under the bonnet is, 
what I can only assume to 
be, the kind of explosion¬ 
making device that Scot¬ 
land wants to ban. Audi 
calls it the 4.0-litre twin- 
turbo V8 from the RS 6 
Avant. I call it a weapon of 
mass destruction (of super- 
unleaded). It’s about 20 
horsepower down on the 
larger, normally-aspirated 
VI0 engine in the old RS 6, 
but it has more peak torque 
and - crucially - a lot more 
wallop lower in the rev 
range. 

Back to the torque demo, 
and we’re on a narrow, 
winding German back road 
behind a tractor doing 
15mph. The RS 7’s 2.1- 
metre width is just too 
much to squeeze down the 
side of the meandering 
farmer and his trailer of 
loosely packed hay bales. 

Eventually, Herr Farmer 
swings out to the left and 
cuts back across into one of 
his fields (no indicators), 
leaving an empty road 
ahead. For a moment it’s 
like I’m wearing an iron 
boot and there’s an electro¬ 
magnet under the accelera¬ 
tor. I hit the power, hard, 
and with no perceptible 
turbo lag from 3,000rpm, 
several things happen at 
once. A thunderstorm 
breaks beneath the boot, 
unleashing an epic baritone 
roar through optional 
sports exhausts. I’m pushed 
into the figure-hugging 
leather sports seat so hard 
that I can feel its shoulder- 
blade high RS logo pressing 
into my back. The car is 
charging at the next corner, 
incensed, like a rudely 
awoken grizzly bear, and 
given the inertia it’s carry¬ 
ing, I hit the brakes.With a 
monumental and truly 



awful squeal, the stone-cold 
carbon ceramic anchors 
struggle to haul the car up 
to a safe speed for the 
corner. 

It turns out the optional - 
and huge - 420mm 

upgraded discs need a good 
bit of heat in them to work 
properly, making the stan¬ 
dard steel ‘wave’ discs a 
better everyday bet. Fortu¬ 
nately, as the RS 7 and I 
barrel around the bend and 
re-deploy enough tur¬ 
bocharged torque to rip the 
tarmac to shreds, I find that 
there’s an almost endless 
reserve of traction. 

Power 

Audi fits all its RS models 
with quattro four-wheel 
drive, and in the 7 it gains a 
‘sports differential’ at the 
back axle. I watched the 
moving display model with 
accompanying video three 
times and, to be honest, I’m 
still not quite sure what it 
does. Because the power is 
split between four wheels 
rather than some of its 
rivals’ two though, the RS 7 
puts around half the power 
down through each fat tyre 
and makes it almost impos¬ 
sible to wheelspin. That’s a 
win for safety as well as 
granting unbelievable 
acceleration. Reaching 
62mph from rest in 3.9 
seconds is incredible for a 
car that - with two people, 
fluids and a tank of petrol 
on board - weighs around 
2.2 tonnes. Its top speed is 
electronically limited, but 
without the cap the RS 7 
would - astonishingly - top 
200mph 

It’s not perfect. It’s 
inescapably heavy during 
hard cornering, the centre 
console looks flat and dated, 
the Dynamic suspension 
mode is much too unforgiv¬ 
ing, the sat-nav is fre¬ 
quently late with its 
instructions and the steer¬ 
ing lacks any real feel at all. 

But within the bound¬ 
aries of what the RS 7 is 
designed for, namely to be 
the RS 6’s less practical but 
more aggressive and sport¬ 
ing GT-esque cousin, it’s 
very impressive.

Super Jaguar limited to just 
10 vehicles for UK market 


JAGUAR is to sell its extreme 
XKR-S GT in the UK, but will 
limit supply to just 10 cars. 

The 542bhp flagship was unveiled at 
the New York International Automo¬ 
bile Show, with plans to build 30 cars 
only for the North American market. 
Strong interest domestically has led 
Jaguar to add a small UK allocation. 

The XKR-S GT is set apart from 
other high-performance XK models by 
its downforce-generating aerodynam¬ 
ics, which can produce 145kg of extra 


downward force. This hugely improves 
high-speed cornering stability. 

It springs from 0-62mph in just 3.9 
seconds and has to be electronically 
limited to 186mph thanks to a super¬ 
charged 5.0-litre V8 engine capable of 
backing its huge power output up with 
monumental torque rated at 5021b.ft. 

At the front, massive 398mm disc 
brakes are gripped by six-piston 
calipers, while the rears are almost as 
impressive with their 380mm rotors 
and four-piston calipers. 

The XKR-S GT uses a new develop¬ 


ment of front and rear suspension that 
includes a wider front track, increased 
camber, revised bushings, a new steer¬ 
ing system and faster steering ratio, all 
developed based on data gained from 
Jaguar’s F-Type two-seater sports car. 

Height-adjustable and bespoke 
adaptive dampers feature a race- 
derived twin spring system and 
increased rates of 68 per cent at the 
front and 25 per cent at the rear. 

Priced at £135,000 on the road, first 
deliveries to UK customers are 
planned for October this year. 


More charging stations to 
meet electric car demand 



Plug in and fill up - an extra £37 million is to be spent on charging points across a raft of places 


Hospitals, stations and 
streets across the UK will see 
a wave of new chargepoints 
for electric cars, thanks to 
Government funding. 

In February the Government 
announced an extra £37 million to 
offset the cost of installing infrastruc¬ 
ture for recharging electric vehicles. 

Business Minister Michael Fallon 
and Transport Minister Norman 
Baker announced the winning bids for 
the first round of this funding. 


Money will be made available to 
dozens of local authorities, NHS trusts 
and train operators to provide charg¬ 
ing points on their property and town 
and city streets. 

Bids are also invited from train oper¬ 
ators, local authorities and the wider 
public sector for the second round of 
funding. The closing date for bids to be 
submitted is the October 30. 

This announcement comes hot on 
the heels of an extra £500 million being 
committed to drive forward the market 
for ultra low emission vehicles, as part 


of the Government’s plans for roads 
reform published in July. 

Transport Minister Norman Baker 
says: “With hundreds of new charge- 
points adding to the ever-expanding 
network of infrastructure, people will 
be able to recharge their cars at sta¬ 
tions, in hospital car parks and on 
streets all over the country. 

“This is brilliant news for those 
already using these vehicles and will 
give greater confidence to those who 
are considering making the switch to 
electric.”
